that 1 held out for dollar gas until 
'he last ditch was reached. 
Vs I said before Mr. Boyle lias had 
but one conversation with me since 
ihe dollar gas agitation, and that was 
about two minutes prior to the meet- 
of council on Tuesday evening, 
was as follows, and took place 
after 1 had enter* d City hall.

Is r not better to shut down for a 
week and make the test than to go 
• mt of business, as you said, and this 
in face of the fact that you have done 
all in your power to try to male us 
belieye your mains ar>- all right?" 
This was all that was said between 
Mr Boyle and myself, and this is th< 
firs* tim e he has honored me with 
his attention for three years. 
In regard to Mr. Boyle having been 
approached by a councilman 
for 
a 
money consideration, if he is the law ­ 
yer of high standing that is claimed 
for him, and possessed of the ability 
io prosecute such a scoundrel in coun­ 
cil, why did he not do it and not cow­ 
ardly place the whole body in a bad 
light? H** has made the same remark 
often, even four years ago. 
But it 
has alw ays b**en when he was trying 
to get the best end of a franchise 
an l could not land it in his own nice 
way. 
My oath of office compels me to 
use my own best judgment in the in ­ 
terest of Salem and not for Mr. Boyle 
along.
